1. To define U. S. foreign policy and its applications in the developing 
nations whose societies are searching for political expression, economic 
and social betterment, and national securityj 

2. To explain USIA's role in the developing areas; 

3* To stimulate initiative in planning and executing effective programs in 
these areas. 


SCOPE of the Course s 

1. An examination of the problems faced in newly developing countries, the 
courses of change, aspirations of the populace, and political pressures:, 
internal and external. 

2. A discussion of the role of various U. S. foreign operating agencies at 
home and abroad.
